Speaking out in an emotion- 


charged interview on the ninth 
anniversary , of President Ngo 
Dinh Diem's election, Mr . Tran 
Le Chi said sadly: 


"I think there is nothing to 


rejoice about this year. The 
situation is even worse than it 
was before President Ngo Dinh! 
Diem and his family came to 
power. The people were not as 
unhappy then as they are now." 


"I am a Catholic," she said. 


"I am really sad for the Cath- 
olics in Viet Nam because the 
work of so many missionaries 
for so long will be lost because 
of the action of this family. 


"I would like the Catholics of 


America to understand that this 
struggle is not between Catho- 
lics and the Buddhists. Even the 
Catholics are suffering from this 
situation." 


The Diem family, as well as 


Mrs. Nhu, are Roman Catholics. 


She said that "the Buddhists 


are like you and me and il is 
not easy for a monk to give up 
his life. 


"But when they have a feeling 


injustice is too strong this is the 
only way that they can speak. 
The people of Viet Nam are 
peaceful, quiet and philosophic. 


"Now they burn themselves to

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Bruce Bennett, a staunch 
foe of federal control in all 
areas, urged his congressman 
today to fight a pending bill to 
broaden regulatory powers of 
the federal Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 


Bennett wrote Rep. Oren Har- 


ris, D-Ark., and sent copies of 
the letter to attorneys general of 
the 49 other states, declaring 
that he feels the bill would em- 
power the federal government 
through the SED, to "pretty well 
run the insurance industry." 


Bennett dwelt on adverse af- 


fects he said the bill would have 
on insurance companies but he 
also criticized provisions which 
would give the SEC more pow- 
er over securities dealers. 


The measure, Senate Bill 1642, 


already has passed the Senate 
and is pending before Harris' 
House Commerce Committee, 


Bennett said that insurance 


companies in Arkansas already 
are well-regulated by the state 
Insurance Department and in- 
surance departments of other 
states also are doing a good job. 


The bill, Bennett said, would 


permit the SEC "to do through 
rules what is now done by the 
states through law." 


Bennett said the expense of fil- 


ing with the SEC reports re- 
quired by the bill would damage 
financial structure of smaller 
insurance companies. He esti- 
mated the cost at $15,000 a year 
for the average company aiid 
said it would result in a premi- 
um increase for policyholders.

49 Miners 
Trapped in 
Germany 


HILDESHEIM, Germany (AP) 


—Rescue workers made contact 
today with 7 of 49 miners 
trapped by flood waters in an 
iron mine near Hildesheim, mine 
officials reported. 


Another 80 miners escaped 


when waters from an artificial 
lake .nearby flooded into the low- 
er level of the 300-foot-deep mine 
Thursday night. 


The seven miners who were 


first contacted had managed to 
reach a side shaft when the lake 
waters flooded in. 


The fate of the 42 other 


trapped men was uncertain. 


Hildesheim, in northwest Ger- 


many, is 17 miles southeast of 
Hannover. 


Contact with the seven men 


in the side shaft brought hope 
that all of the trapped m«n 
might be reached and brought 
to safety. So far, the rescuers 
have only been able to hear the 
trapped men. 


In 1960. 33 men lost their 


lives in a mine disaster in the 
area. 


No official theory of the cause 


of the accident was advanced.

residents 


thought construction of. a big 
highway approach 
near

lake may have weakened its 
shoreline. 


Narrow

men. Four drills were at work, 
and officials planned to enlargo 
them if the missing miners 
were located, t-ind bring up the 
men.

most to death," said Lt. Buck 
Halsell of the State Police. "The 
trusty s at the prison farm were 
really burned up when they saw 
what they had done."

few miles north of Stuttgart and 
fled into woods.

farm by letting them trail him. 
Cooksey was serving a sen- 
tence for robbery and Suggett, 
for burglary and grand larceny. 


They were at first thought to

Avalanche

WASHINGTON (AP)-Condi- 


tions similar to those which led 
to the recent Vaiont Dam trag- 
edy in Italy are generally lack- 
ing in the United States, a vet- 
eran seismologist and geologist 
said today. 


The appraisal came from Dr. 


Dean S. Carder of the U.S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. 


In the Italian disaster, be- 


tween 3,000 and 4,000 persons 
died Oct. 9 when a landslide 
struck the reservoir behind the 
Vaiont Dam. A huge wall of wa- 
ter swept over the dam and into 
the densely populated Piave 
Valley below. 


The only similar landslide in 
he United States was about six 
ears ago in Alaska, Carder 
aid, and involved a bay rather 
ban a dam.

Near Coast of

WILMINGTON, N.C. (AP) - 


Hurricane Ginny, still a danger- 
ous, unpredictable lass, romped 
near the North Carolina coast 
today after offering a brief re- 
prieve during the early morn- 
ing hours. 


The erratic storm, which be- 


came a hurricane 90 miles off 
Cape Hatteras last week and 
then slipped southward to Flori- 
da's coast and back, headed out 
to sea shortly before midnight. 
But, resuming its former hesi- 
tancy to keep a definite course, 
she shuttled in toward land ear- 
ly today. 


In an early advisory, the 


Weather Bureau estimated her 
center to be about 60 statute 
miles southeast of Wilmington. 


Ginny was expected to move 


generally toward the northeast, 
.shifting to east-northeast. The 
(Weather Bureau warned that 
all precautions should be con- 
tinued along North Carolina's 
southeastern coast. 


"It is expected that the east- 


northeastward movement away 
from the coast as forecast ear- 
lier will be resumed later this 
morning," the Weather Bureau 
said. "However, the small-scale

Marked Tree, Ark., Bonner 


said, is in an early stage of de- 
velopment, but is believed to be 
the first city under 5,000 popu- 
lation to benefit from the five- 
way cooperative planning inau- 
gurated in Jonesboro. 


Community planners and high- 


way planners should attend 
seminars at which each could 
work with others and learn their 
duties, functions and responsi- 
bilities; Bonner said. Arkansas 
has benefited from this type of 
activity, he said.

32,367 Enroll 
in Arkansas' 
22 Colleges

Arkansas' colleges and uni- 


versities, bursting at the seams, 
enrolled almost 2,000 more stu- 
dents this term than last fall 
and educators expect the big- 
gest onslaught of students ever 
in 1964. 
' 


An Associated Press survey 


shows 32,367 students in 22 in- 
stitutions .of higher learning in 
Arkansas this fall, compared to 
30,390 at the .same time last 
year. 


Many schools are frantically 


building dormitories and ex- 
panding classroom space to take 
care of the crop .of "war babies" 
educators expect to hit the coir 
leges next fall. 


"The big push is in the high 


schools now," said Dr. George 
S. Benson, president of Harding 
College at Searcy. "It's just be- 
ginning to hit the colleges. It's 
been 18 years since the end of 
World War II and the next four 
years will be a real crisis for 
every school." 


Fifteen of the 22 colleges sur- 


veyed had record enrollments 
this fall and all but six had in- 
creases over last year. 


Four of the six schools that 


lost enrollment are church-sup- 
ported. They are H a r d i n g 
(Church of Christ), College of 
the Ozarks (Presbyterian), Hen- 
drix (Methodist) 
and Shorter 


(Methodist). The other two are 
Beebe Junior College, a branch 
of Arkansas State, and Arkan- 
sas AM&N.

A few colleges had to turn stu- 


dents 
away, but most 
are 


squeezing them in under make- 
shift, conditions.

Plain chairs are placed beside 


desks in some classrooms. And 
some students are having to live 
in sub-standard housing while 
c o n t r a c t o r s work to finish 
dormitories. 


But the war babies aren't the 


only reason for the big college 
crush. William Hughes, assist- 
ant to ihe president .of .the Uni- 
versity , of, Arkansas, points. out 
that a greater percentage of 
high school graduates want to 
go to college, there is more 
money at home to finance edu- 
cation, and a college degree, is 
more important than ever. 


The crush is felt everywhere

Fish Dying 
in Small 
Lakes, Ponds 


By JOHN R. STAltft 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Fish 


are dying by the thousands as 
small lakes and ponds dry lip in 
the current drought but, accord- 
ing to the state Game and Fish 
Commission, there is no way to 
save them. 


Sometimes the commission's 


personnel sein lakes and move 
fish to other locations but this 
is not feasible as a board 
operation. 


Andrew Hulsey, chief of fish- 


eries for the commission, said 
that "fish salvage" as he called 
such an operation, generally is 
a waste of time. 
: . 


"By the time fish start dying 


it's too late to salvage them," 
he said. 


Hulsey said the Game and 


Fish Commission has never sal- 
vaged fish from private waters 
unless it could use them for 
some specific purpose. 


The Game and Fish C6mmis- 


sion does salvage fish each year 
during the summer months from 
borrow puts along the Mississip- 
pi and Arkansas rivers. "They 
created giant fish traps when 
they took dirt from the borrow 
pits to build leyeesi" Hulsey 
said. 
"The 
commission 
has 


spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars rescuing fish from these 
pits in the last 30 years." 


Fish are trapped in the pits 


when the rivers rise. Hulsey 
said the salvage is not practical 
but that fishermen insist on it. 
"The public has not yet been ed- 
ucated enough for us to abandon 
it," Hulsey said.
